Bay breed has been purchased by the 


valtt Land 4 Cattle Company, and 


arrived at Golcondn to be taken to the 
company's ranch, at Kelly Creek. The 
borse is a deep mahogany dappled bay, 
with black points, three years old, 15,^ 
hands high, weighs about 1,050 pounds, 
and good judges of horses pronounce 
him ai beautiful a specimen of th« 
equine race as they ever saw. 


The Cleveland Bay is a breed of 


hors«s but littlt known in thin country, 
and even in England, where it origi- 
nated, the animals are scarce. A few 
years ago some Eastern horse breeders, 
•oticing that the country was going wild 
over heavy weights and trotters, con- 
cluded that the time would come when 
ajgenerul purpose horse would be in 
demand, and imported a few Cleveland 
bays as an experiment. 
Tho result was 


so satisfactory and the demand for the 
homes became so great that I.ho supply 
in England is almost exhausted, and 
thoroughbreds are hard to find. 


The Cleveland Bay originated in En- 


gland, and is acknowledged to be n dis- 
tinct breed from the beuvv Clydesdale 
and the racer and trotter. They slaud, 
when ,matured, from IU to 17 hands 
high, and weigh from 1,200 to 1,100 
pounds, They are muscular and showy, 
quid: movers, excellent carriage hor&es 
or roadsters; in fuel, it is said tbcy can 
fill the bill for almost any kind of ser- 
vice, and withal are exceedingly gei.tle 
find good aispositioaed.
